The cocieties’ and citizens’ procession then 
formed and returned to the city where it 
disbanded about ene o'clock.

At one o’clock, and at Sun set, minute 
guns again reseunded over the plain, and 
were echoed back from the mountain 
heights. 

Good order prevailed throughout the 
city during the entire day and evening 
We have heard rumors of two or three 
stabbings at night, but have been unable 
fo trace any of the reports to a reliable 
foundation, and are inclined to discredit 
the whole of them. 

Altogether the day passed off credita- 
bly to all concerned, and in a manner

The 
rejoieings were not bo.sterous, and at the 
balls, of which there were several in the 
evening. the same admirable harmony 
and good feeling and order prevailed.

We make the following extract from a 
private letter, written by a gentleman of 
our acquaintance: 

Miners’ Disrnior, Bros River, 

` July 1st, 1860. È 

We are just opon the point of getting 
at work in the Riverin this district. We 
bave had heavy obstacles to contend against 
$n tarning the river at this point, but pres- 
ent prospects are very flattering for a hea- 
vy yield of gold,.from. this region, during 
the balinca. of the season. Bank dig- 
gings have been struck that pay from 85 
to $14 to. the hand. New diggings have 
been found upon the head of the Blue 
that are-prying well. One sluice, with 
four hands, took out in one day $50.

_From California Gulch we hear of a 
tremendous stampede for reported new 
diggings farther west, on what 18 suppose 
ed to be the head of Rio Grande. In one 
day no less than..athousand-men left:the 
above named gulch to scramble over the 
snowy range, on their way to this hew 
Eldorado. |.  . 

In the California gulch, and neighbor- 
ing patch diggings the claims are getuüg 
well opened and paying remarkably well. 
Full reports of operations will be found 
1n the letters of our correspondents else- 
where. 

Sacramento City, on the flats" of the 
same name, 13 rapidly assuming city pro- 
portions, 1f a collection of iog cabins de- 
serves euch a dignified appellation. Tt 
already has a population of over four 
thousand people, we are informed. 

A fall in the waters of Blue river has 
enabled miners to advantageously 1esume 
operations in and along that stream. Mı- 
ners seem well satisfied, and we hear of 
$30 to $50 per day being made by some 
men. Many new gulches of greater or 
less extent are being found along the 
Blue and its larger tributaries. 

Returmng prospecters bring reports 
of most astonishing. discoveries away be- 
yond the Blue and Arkansas mines, but 
ther exaot locality we gre unable to give. 

A large and thoroughly organized par- 
ty left yesterday with six weeks provisions 
under the leadership of men who made 
the discovery, to thoroughly prospect the 
country. The party 1s accompamed by 
our special correspondent, who will as 
soon as possible, post our readers in re- 
gard to the actual facts, respecung the 
country and miners 

In the Gregory mines a great number 
cf quartz mills are being set up Some 
of ther re doing well, but many in the 
first attempts to operate do not meet the 
expectations of their owners The grear 
cause of failure we believe to be in the 
mexperience of the men having the mills 
in charge, which ume will remedy. 

Mills in various districts that were set 
up by experienced men are doing well, 
turning out from one hundred and fifty 
to six hundred dollars per day 

To prove our asserted cause of the 
failure of mills, we will menuzn the fact 
that (vo mills working quartz from the 
same lead, produce widely different re- 
sults Whilst one perhaps saves nothing 
another yields thirty or forty dollars to 
the ton of rock crushed. Supplementary 
miis or pulverizers, on the principie of 
the Cehilian mills, or the old Spanish 
rasters, are absolutely necessary, as at- 
tachments to all the ordinary stamping 
mills A crusher or grinder, and that 
only, will reduce the quartz to an mpal- 
pable powder and free all, or nearly all 
of the gold. 


af New Diggings. 

Quite an excitement was raised on Sat- 
urday last respecting some new placer 
gold washing, found just above the city 
along Cherry creek. We have not learn- 
ed the name of the discoverer, who only 
learned et this lite day what has been 
hnown to the “early emigration” for 
more than a year past, 

Dering Sunday afterncon there was a 
general rush tothe scene of operations, 
end we learn over a thousand claims 
were stahed out, Picks, shovels and 
pans were in demand; water claims were 
sought after,and many who were before 
unused to hard work might have been 
seen with coats off, and sleeves up, in- 
dustriously penetrating the sub-soil — 
From five to eight cents to the pan was 
found 1n a number of instances, and one 
or two dollars gathered by a lucky few 

Monday morning opened, witha rush 
tothe diggings’ Clerks in some of the 
stores stampeded, anda theatrical com- 
pany that had ordered bills printed fora 
tour to the mountains countermanded their 
orders and proceeded in a body to the 
new theatre of operations. Claims were 
bought and sold, at advanung figures, 
and in one instance at least, we heard 
of a trade in which a pair of mules and 
a bank claim were the articles of barter. 
Claims have been staked for six or eight 
miles along the creek and prospectors are 
gull moving upits course, That money 
will be made immediately by working 
any of these diggings, we have great 
doubt; but that they will pay well when 
water is brought to them in abundance so 
that hydraulic operations can be brought 
into play, we have great fanh. We have 
always been of opinion, that with proper 
appliances, and abundance of water to 
remova the strippinz, or surface dirt, 
without manual labor, all of the point of 
land between Cherry creek and the river 
for some miles.up.would gay well for 
working. =

From words they proceeded to blows, 
and were in a kind of scuffing fight, 
when James Innis, a friend to Rice, cool- 
ly drew his pistol, and stepping up placed 
the muzzle to Teef's ne: k and fired The 
ball passed through the neck, fron side 
to side, just grazing the back of the spi- 
nal colum — It was thought that Teef was 
lilled and a movement was made to ar- 
rest Innis, but his friends surrounded him. 
and bid defiance to the crowd, freely 
flourishing their koves and pistols, and 
heaping opprobrious epithets upon those 
who talked of making the arrest, calling 
them d—d cowards &c. Innis and his 
friends returned to the city and in the 
evening he was started out of town, on 
a horse led by a fr.end, he being too 
drunk to manage the animal himself.

I should hardly know how to an- 
swer, for there is so much going on in 
this region, that one can hardly heep pace 
with the many new things that are daily 
transpiring I will, however, tuy and 
scratch down the news of general inter- 
est, and leave your readers to draw their 
own inferences as regards minor items 

Mining i5 being varried. on wah a zeal 
that I have never seen-manifested before 
in a work of any kind Every body 
seems to be ‘pitching in” with a will, 
and thus verifying the old adage, “where 
there's a will there's a way," and if those 
persons who have never seen mining 
cariied on, on the. grand scale, were to 
tahke a hird’ssape view of the California 
Gulch when the laborers are at work, 
their wondering eyes would open wide 
wih astonishment, and the exclamation 
‘Truly, the harvest ıs great and the la- 
borers are many,” would involuntarily es- 
cape their lips 

The amount of gold daily taken out 
by those who are working sluices and 
toms, varies from $200,00 to 8900,00 
per day, to the sluice or tum. Some big 
strikes have recently been made on the 
patch diggings in Sacramento dfstrict, but 
[he exact figures I did not learn 

Sacramento City, situated on the afore- 
lad : patch,” is springlng up hke magic 
Hundreds, yea, I might almost say thous- 
ands of cabins, are now standing, bud- 

led together, without regard to regulari- 

ty of streets or anything of the hind— 
only so the builder keeps clear from 
prospect holes, trees and such hke.— 
Stores without number show their rough

Great excitement 1s now rife about 
new diggings over the next western range 
Hundreds have recently stampeded like a 
herd of frightened buffalo, for the new 
d'ggings on the other side, although neth- 
ing definite can be learned as regards 
them The McNulty gulch 1s now be- 
ing worked, and is reported to yield ex- 
ceedingly well The gold found there is 
very coarse, no fine or flake gold having 
been foundas yet 

Emigrants continue to flock in, to see 

“What the signs of promise are.” 

Those of the working class, when they 
cannot get cia'msto work on their own 
hook, immediately go to work by the day, 
or go to prospecting, while those of the 
non-working class, go up and down the 
gulch, occasionally stopping to look into a 
pit, where they see men at work with 
piclc and shovel,in the mud, and in the 
course of a day or two, conclude this 
country is not made for'them, and so 
start for Denver to got a load of provis- 
ions. dt:s needless to say that when 
they get to Denver, the next step 1s to 
slip off for the States Lewis Dow.

guich onthe south side .hrough one of 
the thickést bodies of umber in the coun- 
try It continued us course, with in- 
creasing flames at least one hundred and 
fifty, if np- two hund.ed feet above the 
ground (It reached Negro gulch, cross- 
ing directly over it, where over one hun- 
Jred men were at wok As soon as 
they saw the great danger they were in 
they began with all possible haste to save 
their suppiies by pitching them isto pros- 


pect holes, and shoveling dirt over them, | 


but the ames approached with such speed, 
that all were compelled to fly, with our 
things not more than half secured, in or- 
der to save our lives, some barely escap- 
jog. Edwin A Webber, Adison Baal, 
myself, and three others who delayed a 
hale more time than the rest of thein, 
trying to pave our property, were overta- 
ken by the fire, before getung out of the

On Wednesday night of last week James A. 
Gordon got on a spree, and during its contin- 
uance visited a house of ill-fameon Arapahoe 
street, and Taised a general row. He chased 
all the inmates of the house ottdoors, 
the bar-keeper—a young man of eighteen—- 
whom he deliberately shot down; aud when he 
attempted, in his disabled condition, to crawl 
away, Gordon deliberately stooped down and 
fired upon him agaro 

For the following two days Gordon seems 
to have continued his “drunk, ‘and we under- 
stand fired his pistol several times to the great 
danger of those surrounding him. Among 
other things itis said he snapped his pistol 
three times at his. bar-keeper,

relsome; created a disturbance in Denver hail, 
then went out doors, fired his pistol twice at 
“Big Phil,” then entered an adjoining saloon 
and shot a dog that was crouched between its 
owners legs. Fiom that plece he started 
across the creek on the Blake street grade, 
but stopped at the .Lonisianna saloon and 
called for something to drink, for himselfand 
two companions— Fitzpatrick and Rooker- 
bone. The bar-keeper set out wh.skey, and 
all three drank, and then threw their glasses 
on the floor, and made other demonstrations 
of violence, which so alarmed those who were 
in the room that all attempted to fy. John 
Gantz at the time was standing at the corner 
of the bar, close to Gordon, who as soon as 
he threw his tumbler, struck Gantz in the face 
with his fist, knoching bim down Gantz re- 
covered however and ran ont cf the dcor. Gor- 
don followed—caught him—dragged him back 
~—khnocked him down—Leat him about the 
heed and face, 31d then drew his revolver, 
and while holding Gantz by the hair with bis 
left Eand—he, Gantz, periialy lying on the 
floor with his head pressed against the sida of 
the counter—placed the muzzle of his pistol 
to the top of his victim’s head, ard attempted 
to fire. The pistol snapped four times, and at 
“the fifth attempi went off. the ball entering 
Gantz's head, ranging downward through its 
center, and of course causing instart death. 

Gordon and his companions then fled, and 
she was seen at Cibola hall an hour later, but 
on Saturday morning had lef the city. 

Strange as 1t may seem, but little effort was 
made to arrest him that mzht, although a doz- 
en men saw or heard thé marder-when it was 
committed. 

About 8 o'clock next day enough interest 
wes enlisted to inshinte 2 search for Gordon, 
and a party of men set out in pursuit. He 
was traced to Fort Lupton, twenty four miles 
below the city, where he had tahen refuge.— 
The fort was vimlantly guarded and a mes. 
senger sent up for re.nforcements, but before 
their arrival, and about six o'clock Sunday 
morning the gate was thrown open and Gor- 
don, mounted on a fleet horse, his belt brist- 
ling w:th arms, and a revolver flourishing 
around his head, dashed through the guard so 
suddenly that all were taken by surprise. As

- Three shots were fired but without. ef- 
fect, and for a time it seemed as 1f his escape 
was certain. Three men followed on korse- 
beck, but the horses soon failed after their

tance of the fugitive, and fired upon him with 
a shot gun or musket loaded with buckshot 

Gordon's horse fell at the fire, but the rider 
quickly recovering himself fled on foot.

Babcock easily took possession of the horse, 
and his own being comp'etely tired ont, he 
returned to Henderson's ranch, after first 
tracking Gordon a short distence by the blood, 
supposed to be from wounds in his left thigh, 
88 from the wounds upon the horse and marks 
apon the saddle, it seemed impossible that he 
could have escaped unharmed. Gordon's 
coat aud private papers were found on his sad- 
dle, and we understand the seat of the latter 
was drenched with blood. 

At one o'clock P.-M , on Saturday, a fresh 
party, with fresh horses, under the leadership 
of Mr. Babcock set out, expecting to easily 
secure Gordon, but he again eluded them, 
and upto Monday morning nothing further 
had been effected.
